A RESPITE FOR ST. LOUIS. 


HEAT-STRICKEN PEOPLE WEL- 
COME THE BREEZES. 


Marvelous Electrical Storm of Wind 
and Lightning, Without a Drop of 
Rain, Broke the Hot 
Spell. 


The weather Wednesday is comparatively 
cool and Dr. Hyatt hangs out an encour- 
aging sign of rain and cooler. 

Electricity broke the hot spell Tuesday 


night. 

There was no rain here, but rain fell all 
around St. Louis. Jupiter Pluvius missed 
St. Louis in pouring out the water, but 
his efforts dt other places in the vicinity 
engendered a Vast amount of electricity 


which clarified the St. Louis atmosphere 
and permitted the cooling breezes to blow 
in, to the vast relief of heat-stricken thou- 
sands. 

Tuesday’s weather conditions were char- 
acterized by a falling barometer and op- 
pressive heat. They wound up with the 
most beautiful electrical storm of the sea- 
son, but without a drop of rain. 

Dr. Hyatt now promises showers from 
a low which is coming out of the northwest 
and cooler weather from a high, which 1s 
following the low from the North Rockies. 

Conditions Tuesday in this vicinity were 
favorable to a heavy wind and thunder- 
storm. The barometer fell all day until it 
was .15 lower than in the morning. ‘The 
town fairly sizzled with a steamy heat that 
none could escape. 

This continued until 7 o'clock, when nature 
could endure the pressure no longer. The 
electrical connection between the clouds and 
the earth, made perfect by the dampness 
in the air, started the flow of current, and 
for two hours the heavens were ablaze with 
forked tongues of blue flame, and the thun- 
der rolled and cracked. 

The mercury began to fall at 5 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon but the drop was slow 
until 7, when it was at 8. From that time 
until 2 Wednesday morning it fell to 72. At 
11 o'clock Wednesday it had risen to 83, and 
Dr. Hyatt said he was confident it would 
not go above

Was Marvelous. 


The ern was marvelous in its in- 
tensity. continiity and beauty. 

For an hour the southern sky was illumi- 
nated by glows of atmospheric electricity— 
one following so closely on its predecessor 
that it was often impossible for the eye 
to separate the explosions save by reason 
of the greater intensity of the light. 

Frequently balis of fire rolled westward 
across the Sal of the explosion nearer the 
horizon or né@arer the meridian than the 
tields. From the balls often jagged fiames 
shot westward and left a light that paled to 
the most delicate violet. 

In the west the display was pyrotechnic 
and more varied than the southern exhi- 
bition. At one time two parallel irregular 
lines of brilllant fiame ran northward to 
a point seemingly opposite the observer: 
there they turned and, still as two parallel 
lines but of greater intensity, they flew to- 
ward the spectator and disappeared in mul- 
tiple brilliant forks of light. A crackling 
sound accompanied their disappearance and 
the air was for a moment tainted by a pe- 
culiar odor. 

Fantastic Tree 
Was Formed. 

Another figure was a fantastic, pyrotech- 
nic tree with a great glowing trunk, 
branches variously formed and of less in- 
tensity, some having smaller branches :igd 
two being joined by herizontal bars, and 
one branch-—the whitest of all—running 
eccentrically toward the earth. 

There was no repetition in the figures. 
Many were so swift they left but slight im- 
pression of form on the eye and even the 
camera saw their form but dimly.

HE CAUGHT TH 


AN OLD EXPERT’S HAND HAD 
NOT LOST ITS CUNNING. 


IN THE HEART OF ST. .LOUIS 


Squire Fox Captured a Swarm and Is 
Now Forced to Take Up His 
Old Industry.

Squire H. Fox, an elderly man employed 
as a carpenter by the Woodward & Tier- 
nan Printing Co., is now devoting his leis- 
ure moments to raising bees and producing 
honey at his home-at Woodland, St. Louis 
County. 

Years ago Mr. Fox had a bee farm in 
Ohio and more recently Was engaged in 
raising honey on an extensive scale on the 
bluffs back of Florissant, in St. Louis 
County. 

But he had about concluded to refrain 
from indulging in the bee industry for the 
rest of his life when an accidental devel- 
opment in his round of daily work caused 
his re-entry into his old field of industry. 

While working near a window on the 
sixth floor of the Woodward & Tiernan 
buliding, on Third gtreet, just south of Lo- 
cust street, last Friday, he was astonished 
to see a swarm of bees pass by the win- 
dow and descend into the alley. 

Looking out, he saw there were several 
wagons in the alley. Fearing that there 
would be a stampede if the bees alighted 
on the horses and stung them, he rushed 
down stairs. 

On the way he picked up a wooden box 
and carried it with him. When he reached 
the alley, -he placed it in an elevated po- 
sition and immediately proceeded to ket the 
bees into the box. Knowing the ways of 
the bees, Mr. Fox managed to corrall them 
in a short time. That evening he took 
them home and now he is having a hive 
built for them. 

In explaining his capture of the bees to 
the Post-Dispatch, Mr. Fox said: 

‘T knew those bees would cause a lot of 
rouble in that alley if they were not handled 
right lt was nountime and the alley was 
full of people, many of them boys. I saw 
that the bees had-alighted on the canvas 
top of a delivery wagon that had been 
driven up there to unload some books. 

“I went up to the wagon and rubbed my 
hand over the bees. I wanted to see if they 
were full of honey. If they were I Knew it 
would be easy to capture them. If they 
were not, I knew they would be as mean as 
hornets. 

“Kortunately, I found that they were full 
of honey—had evidently left a hive only a 
short time before. Then | carefully took a 
handfull and dumped them in the box. I 
would have got them all in the box without 
any trouble had not .the box tipped over. 
The bees swarmed all over me. I got them 
all back in the box safely with one excep- 
tion. This bee got under my thumb without 
my knowing he was there. In putting others 
back I squeezed him and he stung me. But 
when I got them all in the box I found I had 
six quarts of them-—you measure bees by the 


quart, you know. 
“After I got them out home I looked 
there was a queen 


through them and found 

bee among them. They were all hybrids- 
that is a cross between the black bee and 
the Italian bee. Where they came from ! 
do not Know. I have heard some bees 
escaped from a hive in a commission house, 
but I am not sure these were the same 
bees. I know I was never more surprised 
in my life than when I saw those bees

STEPHENS TALKS SOME MORE 


In Philadelphia He Discussed the St. 
Louis Riots and Said Several 
Extraordinary Things.

Gov. Stephens has spoken again and as us- 
ual he has said something startling. His 
latest effusion was given to the Philadelphia 
North American when he was at Atlantic 
City. In the interview he is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“The riots in St. Louis and New York 
haye shown us that the police are not al- 
ways to be relied upon in dealing with 
mobs,’’. said Goy. Stephens, of Missouri, in 
commenting on the race war in New York. 

“! have found out,’ he continued, ‘that 
the ave#ge patrolman is in sympathy with 
the element that stands for riot and disor- 
der. 

‘“‘In times of general civic disorder it has 
been the experience of authorities that the 
bluecoat dislikes to arrest the turbulent 
spirits. Of course, | would not make this 
as a sweeping assertion, but it will be found 
to be true in the general run of cases. 

“The force is generally recruited from a 
lower element of society, thanks to our po- 
litical system, and it is natural that they 
should sympathize with their fellows when 
an emergency arrives. 

‘In St. Louis during the car strikes we 
had the greatest difficulty in getting our 
officers to make arrests. We have one of 
the finest corps in the world and among 
them are many brave and conscié@ntious fel- 
lows,. But the subordinates in our force, 
and ! believe the same condition exists in 
New York and even Philadelphia, do not 
possess the strict sense of duty which would 
enable them to preserve order at any cost. 
During the strikes the popular sympathy is 
oftener with-the strikers than with the em- 
ployers. 

‘“‘Now, it seems to me that this is a very 
serious question. Should we not have a 
force of men who would be disinterested 
enough to maintain the public peace with- 
out being hampered by prejudice and petty 


feeling?’ 
“Yes, we should, but the

While Mr. McClain severely censures 
Crawford & Floyd for their conduct of the 
tour. he says the stories of the suffering of 
the St. Louis contingent of the excursion 
party were somewhat exaggerated. 

“Our misfortunes were never so great 
that any of us was forced to go hungry 
or sleep out of doors,” he said. “If any- 
body lived on crackers and water it was be- 
cause he preferred to do so. Ample provi- 
sion was made for eevrybody in the partv 
who happened to be short of funds. This 
was done by members of the agi: The 
managers of the tour did nothing whatever 
to help us along. 

“The failure of Crawford & Floyd was 
announced on the day before the itinerary 
for ‘tour B’ was completed. It cost the 
members of the party $9 each additional 
for railroad fare and hotel bills to make 
their way back to Paris, and they saw 
everything that was on the program. Of 
the 78 St. Louis people in the party 55 sailed 
for the United States immediately, and the 
others wené to different portions of Eu- 
rope to visit relatives or to see the coun- 
try. They had sufficient means to take 
them wherever they wished to go. 

“Sections B and C were not so fortunate, 
and the failure proved a great disappoint- 
ment to their members, although it could 
not have embarrassed them greatly. ‘Tour 
B’ was summoned back to Paris when it 
reached Lucerne, Switzerland. If the party 
went direct from there to Paris it could not 
have cost them more than $30 each. If they 
completed the tour it cost them probably 
$7o additional. ‘Tour C” was summoned to 
Paris from Venice. The cost of getting 
back to Paris would probably be $50. If 
the party proceeded on the tour as original- 
iy pianned it cost them considerably more. 

“While some of the members of the va- 
rious parties did not have enough money 
to meet the demands of the new conditions. 
others had enough to enable them to di- 
vide and save their friends any serious em- 
barrassment. This they generously did. 
The return passage money for the ocean 
trip has been paid by the managers of the 
tour, and, consequently, the troubles of the 
party end when it reaches the coast. 

“When Crawford & Floyd entered into a 
contract with 1200 Endeavorers to. take 
them on a European tour the party was 
divided into three sections: ‘Tour A,’ to 
last 28 days; ‘Tour B,’ for 38 days, and 
‘Tour C’ for 46 days. ‘A’ was to go to 
Geneva, Switzerland; ‘B’ to Venice, Italy, 
and ‘C’ to Rome. Each Endeavorer was to 
pay a specified sum for his transportation 
and hotel accommodations.

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SPEECHES WELL’ RECEIVED. 


STORM INTERFERED WITH NIGHT 
PROGRAM. 
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Webster Davis Broke His Engage- 
ment to Speak and Sent No Word 
of Explanation. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
SEDALIA, Mo., Aug. 22.—Although 
clements interfered with the plans of the 
managers of the Democratic rally and cam- 
paign opening yesterday, they are satisfied 
with the result., They believe that interest 
is of an enduring quality when it holds 19,- 
00 men and women at a public speaking in 
the open air while the sky is overcast with 
clouds that at times looked like they might 
give forth a tornado, and while thunder 
rolled, lightning flashed and the rain fell 
in torrents. 
The rain came while Mr. Dockery was 
speaking.’ For 10 minutes it youred in a 
drenching torrent. The crowd did not move 
except to raise umbrelias, and the speaker 
raised a laugh by saying that he knew it 
was hard for Democrats to stand water. 
It is impossible to estimate with any de- 
gree of accuracy the number of persons 
who traveled to Sedalia during the day. 
The town was as full as it could hold. The 
streets were crowded all day. [Every re- 
source for supplying food and drink was 
taxed to the uttermost. Trains were ar- 
riving trom every point of the compass all 
morning and departing half the night, and 
every one of them was crowded. The most 
conservative estimate of the number that 
came from a distance is 12,000. This is ex- 
clusive of the Democrats of Sedalia and 
the immediate vicinity. 
In th: morning the air was fresh and cool. 
Toward noon the sun came out and the heat 
became oppressive. The wind was hot off 
the prairie. In the north a great bank of 
clouds surged and rolled threatening y. 

The big og was formed in the ex- 

ectation that before it reached Liberty 
ark everybody would be drenched. The 
parade was a feature. Many of the march- 
ers were uniformed and there were a score 
of bands. Men who have passed the three- 
score and ten mark marched shoulder to 
shouldler with boys who will cast their 
first vote in November. 
There was a club in a unfform of hickory 
shirtwaists from Polk township, Clay 
County. which numbered 600. The voting 
population of the township ts 650 and 8&7 of 
them are Republicans.

The interest favored was “hostile to the 
people’ and did ‘dominate the policy of the administration.” 

Mr. Dockery promises a sturdy adherence to Democratic prin- 
ciples and practice.

St. Louis County is being searched by a 
posse under the direction of Sheriff Kerth 
for John Hamilton, a negro, who on last 
Wednesday shot and mortally wounded 
Abe Thompson, another negro who had been 
deputized to arrest him. 

A reward of $500 has been offered by the 
cliizens of the Bridgeton neighborhood for 


the capture of Hamilton, and ofticials and 
the posse are bending every energy to 
that end. 

Hamilton {s a dangerous negro. Last sum- 
mer he shot and killed Joceph Johnson, a 
negro, at Kinloch Park. He escaped, but 
recently reappeared tn tho vicinity of 
Bridgeton. 

Hearing that Hamilton was in the. nelgh- 
borhood, Constable ‘fobias Geno of St. Fer- 
dinand Township, who lives at Florissant, 
dlepiutized Abe hompson, the negro barber 
at Bridgeton, to arrest him. 

Thompson went after his man and found 
him. When he made known to Hamilton his 
mission, the latter whipped out a revolver 
and shot him. The ball penetrated the left 
breast and Thompson fell. Hamilton made 
his escape. 

Thompson fs near death. Drs. Douglas of. 
Ferguson and Heidorn of Bridgeton have 
been attending him and it is their opinion 
he cannot recover. 

Thompson is well thought of in the neigh- 
bcrhood and the shooting caused a deal of 
indignation.
